The taanet has now pene- 
trated the eastern slope of Red Rock Can 
on.-a distance of So feel, and ore taken 
from Various parts of it bas given assays ol 
from 87 to 183 ounces. The asssava were 
made by P. S. Hallock of this city and 
Mr. Burhngame of Denver.
